Martin Hoyt, secretary and treasurer 
of the company, came here a month ago, 
and before returning to New York he 
placed the case in the hands of the 
detective agency ¢onducted by former 
Detective Chief Desmond. 

With the aid of his partner, former As- 
sistant Chief Keely, he obtained the evi- 
dence which will be submitted to the 
grand jury. Flake is said to have ex- 
willingness to turn over 
some of his property to the firm. 

Fermed Rival Concern. 
' According to information obtained by 
detectives, Flake three years ago 
formed the Rega! Platinum Paper Co., 
with headquarters at Third and Pine 
streets. This business was in direct 
competition with that of the company 
which he represented as agent. 

Several months ago the Defender 
people found that the independent com- 
pany was making inroads on its busi- 


ness and bought out the Regal com- 
pany, paying Flake a good price for the 
stock and good will. 

Later, it is said, Flake formed the 
Western Specialty Co: and engaged in 
the manufacture of toys. In his state- 
ment made to investigators he said 
that the missing money was absorbed 
in that business. 

Flake denies that he is guilty of em- 
bezzlement and calls his shortage a ‘‘dis- 
crepancy.” He is under surveillance 
while the grand jury. is hearing evi- 
dence. 

Frake quit the employ of the Defender 
company two weeks ago and is now 
agent for a rival company. 

“I thought that was all squared,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“When 
I quit there was about $5500 in bad ac-

Slaton, who was taken from Muskogee 
back to Gunterville, Ala., today to an- 
swer to a charge of murder, committed 
in 1890, was betrayed by his brother-in- 
Jaw, with whom he had recently quar- 
reled. 

The crime with which Slaton is 
charged was the murder of John Davis. 
Slaton was arrested at the time, but 
escaped and ever since has concealed 
his identity. 

Detectives, employed by Davis’ rela- 
tives, have searched the South for 18 
years in vain. Only recently did Slaton’s 
brother-in-law write to the Gunterville 
officers and inform them of Slaton’'s 
whereabouts. 

Sheriff Gibson came immediately to 
Oklahoma, found Slaton a prosperous 
farmer, living near Porum in Southern 
Muskogee County, arrested and took him 
to Muskogee. 

Gov. Comer of Alabama issued a 
requisition to take Slaton back to Gun- 
terville and this was honored last night 
by Gov. Haskell. It is understood that 
Slaton admitted that he was the man 
wanted. 

Since coming to old Indian Territory, 
12 years ago, he has married, having 
now a wife and three small children, 
the oldest being 10 years old. 

Slaton lived in and around Checotah 
and Porum for 12 years, and had led an 
exemplary life.

Working as drummer for a ‘‘queer 
money factory’’ isn’t what it is cracked 
up to be, according to the testimony 
of John Payne, who turned Uncle Sam’s 
evidence in the United States District 
Court Tuesday against A. vivewens4 
Hugh Cinders and George Hurdeski. 

“They told me that if I got in trouble 
they would get me out, but they didn’t, 
and after I had lain in Jail two months 
I decided to peach on them.” 

As Payne said this his three former 
companions in crime glowered at him. 
‘“They were making counterfeit money, 
all right, but I didn’t have anything 
to do with that part of it,’’ said Payne. 
“I had known them when we were all 
working on a Government boat down 
the river. On Feb. 16 last I dropped into 
a saloon at 636 South Broadway and 
found them there. They took me to a 
room back of the saloon and showed 
me what they were doing. 


Explains the Method, 
“On a table they had a little square 


frame made out of pieces of a cigar 
box. In the bottom of this they had a 
piece of glass. 

“They would lay a silver dollar or 
half dollar on the glass and pour plas- 
ter of Paris over it to make the mold. 
When they had moulds of both sides 
they would put them together, make a 
little hole at the edge and pour in hot 
metal. 

“When they would break the plaster 
mold off there would be a sort of bump 
or crease on the edge of the coin where 
the metal was poured in. Hurdeski 
was an expert at filing this down so it 
wouldn’t be noticed. 

“The next day I went out and 
passed five of the counterfeit dollars, 
mostly in saloons. I got arrested, but 
I thought they would keep their 
Promise and get me out. =~ 

“When they threw mé down I sent 
for Secret Service men. and Brennan 
and Philpott visited me at the Jail. 1 
told them where the gang had hid- 
den the molds back of the saloon. 

“I'd never have done it if they had 
toted fair with me. They ought to 
have known better.”

GOVERNMENT REFLSES 10 
GUARANTEE “PURE FOOD” 


Simply Takes Manufacturers’ Word 
for It, Patent Commis- 


sioner Rules. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—According 
to a sweeping decision by the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, any label bearing the 
inscription, “Guaranteed under pure food 
and drug acts, June 30, 1906," where 
such inscription is intended to imply 
that the Government is responsible for 
the purity of the goods, will be refused 
registration. ’ 

- It is claimed that hundreds of pack- 
ers and others throughout the country 
are so printing their labels as to give 
this impression, whereas it is held by 
the officials that the Government sim- 
ply accepts the assertion of the manu- 
facturer that the goods is pure and then 
investigates his business. Upon proof 
that the pure food and drugs act is be- 
ing violated, the goods are confiscated 
and the manufacturers punished.

‘Emperor Meets Von Buelow 


and Grants All That 
He Asks. 





CHANCELLOR TO STAY 
Reichstag Demanded That 
William Stop Interfering in 
Foreign Affairs. 








BERLIN, Nov. 17.—An interview be- 
tween Chancellor Von Buelow and Em- 
peror William. held at the New Palace 
in Potsdam this morning, resulted in a 
satisfactory understanding. His Majes- 
ty expressed his complete confidence in 
the Chancellor, and the Chancellor will 
remain in office. 

Furthermore, the Emperor accepted 
the proposals made by the Prince con- 
cerning the future conduct of state af- 
fairs. The result is believed to have 
ameliorated the very serious internal 
situation which has existed in Germany 
for the past fortnight. 

Chancellor von Buelow asked His 
Majesty for a declaration, with permis- 
sion to publish it, to the effect that in 
the future the Emperor would deal with 
state affairs only through the existing 
constitutional channels, namely, through 
the chancellor. His Majesty acceded to 
this request and the declaration appears

This meeting, which was watched by 
the entire German people with the most 
profound interest, is an outcome of the 
much-discussed “interview” with an En- 
glishman published in the London Daily

furious outbreak in Germany against 
His Majesty.

guard of constitutional responsibilities; 
he approved the chancellor's address in 
the Reichstag and assured the Prince 
of his continued confidence.’’ 
Immediately after his return from 
Potsdam, Chancellor Von Buelow saw 
the members of the Prussian ministry 
in confidential council and communi- 
cated to them the details of his audi- 
ence with the Emperor. 
The president of the Reichstag, Count 
Von Stolerig, had a prolonged confer- 
ence with the chancellor, immediately 
after the meeting with the ministers. 
The result of the Potsdam conference 
was communicated to the leading mem- 
bers of the Federal court. 

Planning Constitutional Changes. 
The Kaiser’s well-wishers have been 
confident that if he bowed to the storm 
it would be the most popular act of his 
reign. 

Various motions for the alteration 
of the Constitution are about to be 
made in the Reichstag. A proposal] is 
now made by the press to place the 
Kaiser's civil and military cabinets, 
which are species of star chambers, un- 
der - ministerial superintendence. 

Die Welt assumes to know that the 
German Government paid $60,000 to sup- 
press the publication of an interview 
with the Kaiser which was to have been 
printed by the Century Magazine of 
New York, and that the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs negotiated direct with 
William Bayard Hale, the author, for 
its suppression. 

The democratic parties now demand 
to know whether any of this money was 
contributed by the taxpayers.

193 PILES 


TO DRIVE 





May Be: Necessary to Bore 
67 Feet Through Vein 
of Quicksand. 





The 13-story La Salle Building, to be 
erected over Mayor Wells’ hole in the 
ground at Broadway and Olive street, 
‘will be supported by 193 concrete piles, 
resting on solid rock, 32 to 35 feet below 
the surface of the street. 

At the Broadway corner of the foun- 
dation it may be necessary to put the 
concrete piles down to 67 feet, through 
a vein of quicksand. Wherever quick- 
sand is struck the 14-inch steel tube, in 
which the concrete pile is first formed, 
is left in the ground for 12 or 14 hours, 
while the mass of cement, gravel and 
mortar hardens. a 

The tube is then withdrawn, leaving a 
perfect pile resting upon the solid rock. 
The concrete piles will. be three feet 
apart under the entire foundation of the 
building. Thirty-five have already been 
put down. 

Tube Driven by Trip Hammer. 

A 14-inch steel tube, weighing several 
tons, is driven into the earth by a 
powerful trip hammer. The base of the 
tube is fixed upon a steel point, which 


the feot of the pile to rest upon. 

The quicksand beds below the site and 
the adjoining buildings have made it 
impossible to do any excavating for 
the foundation of the building. A year 
ago, when plans were under way to 
erect a 19-story building on the Wells 
site, the owners of the Third National 
Bank Building across the street threat- 
ened to bring injunction proceedings to- 
prevent excavations. 

It was feared that the tremendous 
pressuse of the skyscrapers at Olive 
street and Broadway would force such 
a quantity of quicksand out of the 
opening as to endanger the Commercial, 
Third | National Bank, Bank of Com- 
merce, Commonwealth Trust and the 
old Scruggs-Vandervoort & #£=™Barney 
buildings. 

The Commercial Building was endan- 
gered by .the excavations for the Third 
National Bank Building foundation. 
Building Commissioner Smith was forced 
to stop the excavations to prevent the 
east wall of the Commercial Building 
from slipping out. The building settled 
so much that the walls and plaster 
cracked in many of the offices. 

With every fall of the trip hammer 
on the La Salle Building site the Com- 
mercial building is shaken from base- 
ment to roof. The vibration is so vio- 
lent that it has even stopped Jeptha 
Howe's clock in his office on the sixth 
floor. 

William H. Miltenberger is at the 
head of the syndicate that is erecting 
the building. The business depression 
interfered with his original plans to 
erect an 18-story building on the lot, 
which has a frontage of but 28 feet on 
Broadway. With the building but 13 
stories high the foundations have te be 
exceptionally strong for such a narrow 
structure. The National Concrete Con- 
struction Co. of Louisville has the con- 
tract for putting in the concrete piles, 

Tried te Buy Other Buildings, 
Efforts to buy the Oakes Building, 
fronting on Broadway, and a wing of 
the old Scruggs Building fronting on 
Olive street, so as to make the La Salle 
Building much larger, have failed and 
the promoters now intend to erect the 
tall, narrow structure. 

Ten days ago the drilling of holes fer 
the concrete piles was suspended, pend- 
ing the outcome of negotiations for these 
buildings. When the negotiations failed 
the work of putting N the piles was re- 
sumed. Mayor Wells will have a finan- 
cial interest in the La Salle Building. 
The concrete piles are a much ceaper 
and more efficient method of supporting 
foundations in the quicksand rivers that 
run under the central section of the city. 
The contractors for the National Bank 
of Commerce annex were months put- 
ting in concrete foundations through 
caissons. 

With one small engine and derrick 
seven concrete pillars can be put in in 
one day. It will require About twenty- 
eight days to put in the piles, unless the 
quicksand becomes more troublesome 
than the contractors expect.

CHICAGO, Nov. :17.—Peter Van Vlis- 
singen, yesterday one of Chicago’s lead- 
ing real estate operators and dealers in 
mortgages and other securities, noted 
for his philanthropy and locally rated 
as a millionaire, is today under sentence 
to the Penitentiary at Joliet. He is @ 
self-confessed forger and through his 
operations, extending over a period of 
18 or 2 years, during nearly all of his 
active business life, mean a loss of $700,- 
000 to men and women who have irostes 
him.

GET YOUR PARTY FIRST. 
There is a lesson for the Democrats of - the 
United States in the very comfortable situation 
in which the Republicans of Missouri find them- 
selves. Ten. or twelve years ago Missouri Re- 
publicans were apparently hopeless. In the last 
five years they have carried the State twice, once 
against a Democrat of extraordinary popularity 
in this section, and now they have elected a Gov- 
ernor, for the first time in 40 years. 

To appreciate what the Republicans have done 
it is not necessary to approve all of their acts 
or to commend all of their leaders. They have 
had their own schisms and setbacks and some 
of their champions have been dubious enough, 
but it is to be noted that first of all they de- 
voted themselves to party organization and that 
when ‘they had established a real party it was 
not long: before they found able leaders and suc- 
cessful candidates. 

In the councils of the national Democracy of 
late much more attention has been paid to ac- 
quiring “issues” and allies than has been given 
to party organization and leadership. This has 
been inevitable under Mr. Bryan’s continuing 
candidacy. Much thought has been devoted to 
clumsy finesse involving fusion and the taking 
up or the abandonment of questions which it 
was thought might appeal to the people. The 
party itself has been treated as a thing that could 
be delivered or withheld at will. Thus organiza- 
tion has suffered, popular aspirations have been 
ignored and a strong leadership has been lost. 
The rule of one man has been substituted for 
the influence of many men. In violent conflict 
with the true Democratic principle ideas have 
been handed down to the people duly indorsed 
and labeled, whereas in a genuine Democracy is- 
sues must spring from the millions themselves. 

If Democrats would regain their former power 
in the states and in the nation, they must. first 
of all establish a political party agreeing heartily 
upon certain essentials and willing to co-operate 
zealously toward a common end. With such an 
organization in the field it will not be long 
before acceptable leaders and real popular issues 
will appear.

A bitter critic attributes some election rever- 
sals hereabouts to “too much Post-Dispatch.”

If this Elkins-Abruzzi mystery is not dispelled 
within the next 15 years our sanity can be saved 
only by thinking about something else. 
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BUSINESS REVIVAL. 

Does confidence go too far in expecting a very 
prompt resumption of the normal in business? 

There appears no good reason for apprehension 
on that score, in the opinion of many thoughtful 
men. It was the want of confidence that caused 
the panic—not a want, or a disruption, of the fa- 
cilities for doing business; not a want of sub- 
stance in the foundations of business. 

The element lacking is now supplied. Nobody 
is “afraid te go ahead;” active plans are univer- 
sal. “Confidence” is abundant and credit is 
strong. Money is cheap and its plentifulness ig 
distributed. There is the “farmers’ prosperity” 
viewed as the basis of good times. 

Given this spirit and these conditions and it 
should not require long to bring the facilities of 
industry and trade into full utilization. These 
have not lessened and they are capable of prompt 
resumption. The machinery of the factories is 
there; the railroads are able to take care of a 
vast business)on short notice; the shelves of the 
merchants will hold the goods. | : 
In these circumstances how can any advance 
or extension of trade be regarded as too sudden, 
as “unwholegome,” or “risky?” The rapidity of 
increase of extension characteristic of boom times 
will merely be, up to a certain point, “business 
catching up.” Until it is past the point of genu- 
ine recovery, the advance can scarce Ve too rapid 
to. be substantial, and in the nature of things 
there cana be no overdoing.

The official returns of the election for Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, Secretary of State, Auditor, 
Treasurer, Attorney-General and Railroad Commis- 
sioner are opened, counted and published by the joint 
session of the Legislature, presided over by the Speak- 
er. This is done immediately after the meeting of 
the Legislature. The Secretary of State has not now 
nor never had any right or authority in the matter. 
He, however, invariably, by himself or a clerk in 
his office, assisted iri the tabulation of the returns. 
The Legislature has whole and sole control of the 
matter and can send for persons and papers, correct 
and amend returns, supply omissions and do all and 
everything to them, seemingly right and proper in the 
premises. They may do as did Congress in 1876 in 
the election for President. Tilden, although elected 
by three electoral votes, acording to the official re- 
turns, Hayes was declared elected. There ig no con- 
test or appeal from the conclusions of the Legisla- 
ture as to the election of these State officers.

Halswelle, an En- 
glish runner, was disqualified from the 
race and suspended. At the annual 
meeting. of the British A. A. A., which 
followed this ruling was upheld, the 
American athlete permanently suspend- 
ed and the American Union notified. 
When the matter came up before the 
meeting yesterday the English ruling 
was, ignored and the following resolu- 
tion unanimously passed: 

“Be it resolved, That the secretary 
of the A. A. U. be instructed to com- 
municate with the secretary of the A. 
A. A. of Great Britain, acknowledging 
the receipt of his letter of Oct. 6, set- 
ting forth its disqualification of Car- 
penter and replying that this union de- 
cline to recognize its disqualification of 
Carpenter. ” 

It also passed a resolution prohibiting 
any association from giving permission 
to a registered athlete to compete in any 
international competition unless such 
meeting shall be approved by the A. 
A. U. 

The letter was prompted by the action 
taken by the Britisn officials at the
